The hero of tin* conflagration was 
the telephone operator, a small boy, 
who remained at his Iw>st until Ute 
flames actually were licking Ills t e ’e 
phone board.

warning had undoubtedly saved their 
lives.

Afghanistan Infant Mortality. 
Infant mortality in Afghanistan Is 
very heavy. 
It has been said by a 
leading medical missionary in Pes- 
bawar that, in his opinion, probably 
about one half th * children born in 
the country die b fore reaching the 
ago of three years 
There are no spe­ 
cial pains exercised in the country to 
prevent such mortality, and the wan­ 
dering and generally insanitary mode 
of life aud the small attention paid to 
women and Infants at childbirth ac­ 
count for the heavy Infant mortality.
